Fatal cases of the 
poisoning of children through the 
use of such compounds are far too 
frequent, and owing to the resemb- 
lance of arsenical poisoning to sum- 
mer diarrhoea and cholera infantur: 
we believe that the cases reported do 
not, by any means, comprise the to- 
tal. Arscnical fly destroying devi- 
ces must, therefore, be rated as ex- 
tremely dangerous and should never 
be used, even if other measures are 
not at hand.”

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War Hard on the 
British Papers 


Owing to Shortage of Paper and War 
Restrictions, the Old Country 
Papers Are Hard Hit 


Restricted imports, as foreshadowed 
by Mr. Runciman’s doctrine of compuly 
sory thrift in war times, seriousiy af. 
fects British newspapers and the pub- 
lishing trade generally. It is the irony 
of fate that while the newspapers 
have been foremost in enjoining upon 
the people habits of economy, they 
are among the first to suffer through 
the new sumptuary laws proposed by 
the British government. Mr. Runci- 
man announces that the import of a 
large percentage of the material from 
which paper is made will soon be pro- 
hibited. <A reduction in newspaper 
supplies of thirty or forty per cent., 
which the words “a large percentage” 
seem to indicate, will revolutionize 
the newspaper publishing business in 
the United Kingdom, 

One of the reasons put forward for 
this drastic step is the serious short- 
age of shipping owing to the demands 
made by the war on the British mer- 
cantile fleet. Every year paper and 
paper pulp in the hoids of incoming 
steamers occupied about two million 
tons space, a grave consideration just 
now in view of the greater importance 
of food supplies and munitions. The 
immediate results of this heavy cut- 
ting down of raw materials will prob- 
ab.y mean smaller newspapers and 
increased prices for both paper and 
advertising. Some of 
foresee a return to Cowper's 


when the newspaper was a “folio of | roughage for 


four pages.” Others already contem- 
plate with malicious glee revenge up- 
on. long-winded _ politicians, whose 
speeches may be among the first 
items of public interest 10 be deposit- 
ed, unwept, in the waste-paper  bas- 
ket. Smaller and dearer newspapers 
will put Britain back at one stroke to 
the eighteenth century. The morning 
paper, the indispensable adjunct of 
the breakfast table, may once more be 
the luxury of the few, while the even- 
ing newspapers, mere skeletons of the 
past, are constrained to make their 
appeal to a narrower circle of readers. 
One can imagine the shock to the pub- 
lie were it suddenly deprivec of some 
of the inventions of the past century 
which it has come to regard as indis- 
pensable. The sudden stoppage of the 
railway train, the telegraph and tele- 
phone systems, electric light, ana 
other domestic and public necessities 
in these timeg would startle the world 
out of its smug complacency. The 
sudden stoppage of newspapers would 
be regarded as calamitous. With all 
their shortcomings, they endeavor 
faithfully to mirror the daily life of 
‘the world. 

Smaller newspapers in Britain 
would be a constant reminder of the 
necessity of thrift. Editors would be 
compelled to sift and select news and 
condense the reading matter. This 
might prove a blessing in disguise. 
Mr. Runciman’s appeal for a “rigid 
economy” in the use of paper for all 
purposes will affect the child in the 
school, the housekeeper in the kitchen, 
the publisher of books, and may bring 
about a most desirable reform in the 
curtailment of newspapers, and a 
more rigid editorial censorship. News- 
papers will welcome any change in 


. the habits of the people which admits 


of publishing a newspaper the face 
value of which will bear the cost of 
white paper and ink. Meantime, news- 
papers in Canada, under no restric- 
tions as to raw materials will continue 
to carry al] the news of public inter- 
est.—Toronto Globe. 


Huns Resent Precautions 


Angry Because Shakespeare’s Birth- 
place is Protected Against 
Raiders 


That the Germans resent strongly 
the precautions taken by the authori- 
ties at Stratford-on-Avon to protect 
the birthplace of Shakespeare from 
Zeppelin bombs is evidenced by the 
Lokal Anzeiger, which says: 

“If the councillors of Stratford be- 
lieve in the efficacy of the curse 
which their great townsman laid on 
those who would disturb his bones 
they ought to long for the appear- 
ance of the airships in order to see 
the curse fulfilled. 

“But those men of little faith pre- 
fer to order lights to be lowered in 
the quiet town to which no people 
have turned with such piety as Ger- 
mans, They believe that the nation 
which understands Shakespeare and 
appreciates him better than they do 
has no greater longing than to de- 
stroy his birthplace and his grave. 
Were it not a matter of absolute .n- 
difference what these gentlemen in 
Stratford decide, men who have prob- 
ably left unread the majority of 
Shakespeare’s dramas, we might pre- 
sent them with our theatre programs 
for January, from which they would 
learn that ‘Julius Caesar’ has been 
played in our Royal Playhouse. ‘The 
Tempest’ in the Deutsches Theatre, 
and that in other houses we have had 
‘A Winter's Tale,” ‘Much Ado About 
Nothing,’ ‘A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,’ and ‘Hamlet.’ We doubt 
whether the London programs are 
able to show anything approaching 
this honor done ww the memory of 
Shakespeare.” 

Mourning is absolutely prohibited 
in Germany; no wounded or crippled 
soldier ig allowed to walk in the 
streets of the capital and of import- 
ant towns. They can only show 
themselves when they are able to 
wear their uniforms in quite a mili- 
tary way and with all decency.

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| Wood Alcohol is Dangerous 


To be poisoned into blindness is 
what may happen to the injudicious 
user Of “wood alcohol,” also known 
as wood naptha, and wood spirit. 
This is what is said by F. C. Walsh, 
M.D., in an article in the Illustrated 
regarding several] causes of 
"bliddness. Unlike grain alcohol, this 
prodtiict cannot be used with safety 
either externally or internally for 
Inedicinal purposes.- Internally in 
any moderate quantity it frequently 
ausés death, while blindness has 

lloWed after taking as little as two 
easpoonfuls. While the average 
‘person i3 very unlikely to use wood 
alcohol internally, it is frequently 
{used for an “alcohol rub” for tired 
or stiffened limbs and muscles, its 
|} comparative cheapness suggesting its 
use instead of the more expensive 
j}grain alcohol. The frequent result 
is blindness. Not only is “wood 
jalcohol” dangerous for internal or 
} external use, but blindness has re- 
;Sulted, we are told by Dr. Walsh, 
;even from its inhalation. In one in- 
stance the victim used wood alcohol 
to clean some clothing, and, inhaling 


; the fumes went blind soon after. 


Oat Straw in Ration 


Has Considerable Feeding Value and 
Will Prove Economical 


Many farmers have considerable 
straw, but often have a limited quan- 
tity of other bulky foods, and so, 
wonder if it would not be practicable

and alfalfa fed to the fattening steers

the dairy cows. The 
Indiana station has used oat straw 
quite extensively and finds that very 
good gains can be made with a com- 
bination of silage, oat straw and corn. 
No difficulty should be experienced 
in putting on a daily gain of at least 
two pounds or better, using a liberal 
ration of corn and an abundant sup- 
ply of oat straw. Wheat straw, how- 
ever, is not recommended as its feed- 
ing value is questionable. Of course, 
steers will eat it and even consume 
a considerable quantity, but it 
amounts to simply filling material 
only. Furthermore, wheat straw will, 
in many cases, scour animals that 
are heavily fed on_ grain, and this 
always intercepts the making of sat- 
isfactory gains, 


As the percentage of men in each 
neighborhood who undertake to feed 
cattle through the winter is small, 
the opportunity frequently presents 
itself whereby feders can obtain 
stack of straw at a nominal figure. 
Where this is possible advantage 
should be taken of the opportunity, 
not only because oat straw has con- 
siderable feeding value, but because 
any surplus that may be available 
can be utilized to great advantage as 
bedding material. Steers make bet- 
ter gains when their sheds and yards 
are well bedded. This use of the 
straw alone, saying nothing of its 
feeding value, will invariably cut 
down the cost of finishing steers. 


Persistency of Britain 


Has Geography and Time on Her Side 
in Winning the War 


Regarding Great Britain's share in 
the war, the Austrian Socialist organ, 
the Arbeiter Zeitung, says that Brit- 
ish conscription, even if it does no 
more than secure the filling up of 
gaps caused by losses, is yet of the 
highest significance for the continu- 
ance of the war. It must be recog- 
nized that Great Britain is carrying 
on the war as a land power in a de- 
gree never before seen in any coall- 
tion wars in her history. 

The insurmountable barrier of the 
seas surrounding the country saves 
her from spending strength in de- 
fending her own land. There igs no 
threatening foe to compel her to rush 
forces to the frontier. 

The British have time on their 
side. The sea, to which they owe 
so much, permits them to make good 
without any serious disadvantage the 
negligence in war preparations in 
the war itself. It even increases 
their power. 

For wherever the strength of the 
enemy appears to be growing weak, 
there emerges at first a promise and 
then, in part at least, as a reality, 
some of the hundreds of thousands 
of Kitchener's recruits to renew the 
enthusiasm of the war in the veins c: 
the entente, 

And so it is Great Britain which 
spins the threads, the endless threads 
of black misfortune which envelops 
the whole earth like a shroud, and 
it is due more to her favorable geo- 
graphical situation than to her de- 
termined persistency that Great Bri- 
tain is able to postpone the decision 
on the Continent.

Strong Gateway 
to Indian Trade 


One of the Most Strategic 
Points in the Far East 


Aden, the unhappy gateway into 
happy Arabia, is one of the foremost 
strategic points on England's trade 
route through the Red Sea to India 
and the Far East, It wag the first 
stronghold on the London-India route 
to withstand a severe attack by the 
Turks. One Arabian author says of 
the country behind Aden, that country 
known as Arabia Felix: 


“Its inhabitants are all hale and 
strong, sickness is unknown, nor are 
there poisonous plants or animals; 
nor fools, nor blind people, and the 
women are ever young; the climate is 
like paradise and one wears the same 
garment summer and winter.” 


Aden, however, where the British 
and Turkish forces met, enjoys none 
of these advantages, catalogued as in- 
herent in Arabia Felix. Spread over 
its ragged hills of sun made ash and 
cinder, sweltering, gloomy and unre- 
lieved by vegetation, Aden invites 
little attention in peace times. “Aden 
is a valley surrounded py the sea; its 
climate is so bad that it turns wine 
into vinegar in the space of ten days,” 
complained one disappointed Arab 
traveller of the Middle Ages. 


And in the centuries since his visit 
the climate hag not improved. In 
Spite of the terrible heat that gathers 
over Aden’s valley and clings to its 
low hills, and its lack of a good water 
supply, the place maintains a repu- 
tation of being a healthful place. Rock 
cisterns, cut in a deep gorge, hold the 
town’s water supply. 

The town is built on desolate vol- 
canic rocks that constitute a penin- 
sula near the entrance to the Red 
Sea. The Strait of Babel-Mandeb lies 
one hundred miles away, and Aden 
is the British Gibraltar toward the 
Indian Ocean that keeps an eternal 
vigilance over the safety of the rich 
British commerce that goes this way. 
The British captured and annexed the 
place on January 16, 1839, since which 
time they have made the place a most 
emphatic fortress, one of the strong- 
est anywhere in Southern Asia, 

Money and labor without stint have 
been expended there to make the city 
absolutely impregnable from land and 
sea, Massivo lines of defence, 
strengthened by a broad moat, guard 
the neck of the isthmus, and these de- 
fences conceal powerful _ batteries, 
Turrets, hidden forts, mined ap- 
proaches, bastions, towers, batieries, 
magazines, mole batteries toward the 
seas, mined harbors, great naval 
guns, obstruction piers, barracks, re- 
doubts in solid rock—all are elements 
in the British plan to guard this 
southern end of their important trade 
route beyond all possible chance of 
failure against superior and sustained 
attack. Aden may be last in mat- 
ters of climate, but it is among the 
first in matters of fortification. 

The narrow peninsula on which this 
queen of southern fortresses rears it- 
self is only about fifteen miles in cir- 
cumference. It is the bowl,of an ex- 
tinct volcano. The lofty hills around 
are the remain of the crater sides, 
and of these Shem Shem has an alti- 
tude of nearly 1,800 feet. All food and 
water for use on the peninsula has 
to be brought in from the outside. 

Much of the water is supplied from

the government condensers, which 
were designed to make the fortress 
independent in case of war's necessi- 
ties, The population of 44,000 is a 
mixture of all the elements of the 
Orient, with an intersprinkling. of 
western drummers, British adtinis- 
tratorg and military mén, Arabs,“Chin- 
ese, Persians, Sudanese and Jews 
compose the stolid, stable population 
that endures the climate year in and 
out, and carries on the labors of the 
great fortress camp.—From the Na- 
tional Geographical Society, 


A Marvel of Energy 


General Petain the Most Rapidly Pro- 
moted of All French Officers 


No officer in the French army has 
had such rapid promotion as General 
Petain, the hero of Douaumont. At 
the outbreak of hostilities he was a 
colonel on the verge of. retirement 
owing to his age. He is now fifty-nine 
years old, Though never particularly 
successful in theoretical manoeuvres, 
he has shown in war unequalled judg- 
ment and qualities of jeadership, and 
attracted attention at once in the re- 
treat from Charleroi. He went rapid- 
ly through the line of promotion up 
to the command of an army. 

In the Artois fighting last spring 
General Petain’s name was first as- 
sociated with the “Iron Division” of 
Colonials, which by September had 
become France's finest striking force, 
as was shown in the Champagne, and 
now from the French counterpart of 
the German assaulting “phalanx.” 

Extremely energetic, General Pe- 
tain, it is said, spent eight days of 
the Verdun battle rushing about on 
the front in an armored auto-mitrail- 
leuse, thus exhausting two drivers. 
An officer who served on hig staff 
sald recently: 

“Petain’s staff officers must be. a 
combination of track athletes and 
champion cyclists,” 

Always a beilever in exercise and 
the care of the body, he was accus- 
tomed while colonel of the 83rd In- 
fantry at Arras, before the war be- 
gan, to weigh all his food, which was 
scientifically limited. He kept him- 
self fit by skipping night and morning 
in his bedroom, This so annoyed 
the occupants of the apartments un- 
derneath that they complained to the 
landlord, who gave him notice to 
leave unless he agreed to stop it. 
Petain preferred to take a villa, with 
a garden, and continued to skip in 
the open air. 

Even since becoming a full general 
he has been known to challenge a 
sergeant to jump over a dyke, or one 
of his staff to race up an enbank- 
ment. 3 

His men &dore him, and this, per- 
haps, ig a reason’ fi eir invincibil- 
ity, since French soldéers fight as if 
possessed when led by a man whom 
they trust, and who they know will 
not ask them to do what he does not 
dare do himself. 

An illustration of his soldiers’ 
spirit is given in the proud reply of a 
colonial sergeant to a friend who re- 
monstrated with him on his extrava- 
gance while on leave. 

“We of Petain’s division,” he gaid, 
“never save money. We don’t live to 
use it.”

Should Help the 
New Land Tiller 


Governmental Help Ngeded to Assist 
Him In Getting a Start 


“Back to the Land!"—but how to 
start our unemployed townspeople on 
the land, many of them not being 
used to farming? And how to make 
farm life pleasant and profitable in 
order to attract and keep them tliere? 
Farmers, like poets, are born, not 
made. A good farmer’s aptitude comes 
usually ftom an hereditary practice of 
farming for one or two generations; 
and every family intending to settle 
in the West should get to know 
something of the national industry. 
At least some sort of apprenticeship 
with practical farmers is needful to 
begin with. We cannot expect any 
useful result from putting a man to a 
business he knows nothing of, and in 
farming a beginner would have to be 
helped along until he shall have learn- 
ed something of the business and is 
able to go On alone. Then, after find- 
ing him an opening, whether by home- 
steading or purchase, wherein he 
might be able afterwards to gain a 
livelihood, sufficient money would 
have to be advanced him for outfit and 
current expenses, as a loan that he 
would be required to repay when his 
labor should have produced  some- 
thing. All which, if it is to be done at 
all, would seem to be a proper sphere 
for governmental initiative and help. 
The new farmer must, it would seem, 
be sustained. and supplied with. the 
hecessary seeds, implements and live 
stock, under the supervision of quall- 
fied officials, in a sort of pupilage per- 
haps to agricultural colleges and gov- 
ernment experimental farms, until he 
shall be able to manage without such 
assistance, and there is this to be 
said, that though he fail, the wages 
paid him will at any rate have gone to 
the development of the farm. But he 
must above all be made to feel that 
he has a substantial interest in mak 
ing his holding pay; and as he sees 
this interest grow in value through 
the labor and care he bestows on the 
farm, it may be confidentally expected 
he will become solicitous to make his 
possession permanent. 


No “Back to the Land’ movement, 
however, could have any valuabie ef. 
fect on our farm production for a year 
or two; it would take that time to get 
the new farmers at productive work, 
Meanwhile, > ith our exclusive work, 
growing there would be little else Lut 
this preparatory tuilion for taism, 
though in mixed and civersified farm- 
ing later on there would be much 
even in the winter, with the additional 
work of root houses and live stock to 
attend to. Let them, however, start 
now preparing as apprentices for the 
work of diversified farming, but let us 
at present grow wheat for ready 
money and for food. What we want 
now above al] things is to get more 
produce out of our land though it be 
but wheat. The present high range of 
prices for grain may last only for a 
year or so. Production everywhere 
outside the war zone will be stimulat- 
ed by the extraordinary demand, but~- 
this will tend to lower prices, while 
a collapse may be counted on when 
the war ends. Until then, however, 
this coming year war prices will re- 
main sufficiently high to stimulate 
wheat growing in the Canadian west, 
so affording farmers the needful 
means wiih the opportunity to im- 
prove their farming methods through- 
out. But side by side with this exten- 
sion of wheat growing, we should Le 
establishing a better system of diver- 
sified and intensive farming on smail- 
er and more manageable holdings. 
And then the greater productiveness 
of our lands may inspire a renewed 
confidence in investors with surplus 
funds on hand, and attract such funds 
to farm mortgages preferably to less 
secure western town property.—J, H 
Menzies, F.C.A. 

Red Polled Cattle 

Red Polled cattle make a strong 
claim as dual purpose animals, be- 
ing deep and rich milkers, and pos- 
sessing good beefing qualities. An 
animal of this breed, from a herd ex- 
hibited at the Winnipeg exhibition 
in 1914, has just completed a marvel- 
lous record, showing a gross earning 
capacity of 1,000 yearly for milk 
alone, producing 20,280 lbs. of milk, 
containing 891 Ibs. butter fat, in the 
year. 

As the name indicates, animals of 
this bred are polled and solid red in 
color, they are very docile and trans- 
mit their good qualities. The breed 
ig not very well known in Canada as 
yet, but their numbers are increas- 
ing. Most of the breeders reside in 
Western Canada, Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan having the largest repre- 
entation. At the annual meeting of 
the association, held in January, Mr, 
W. J. McComb, Beresford, Man., was 
re-elected president, and Geo, H. 
Greig, Winnipeg, secretary-treasurer,

“For years,” says the Morning Al- 
bertan, “Denmark has monopolized 
the choicest markets of Great Brit- 
ain for high-grade butter. Cold stor- 
age facilities have enabled Canada to 
compete with Denmark to some ex- 
tent, but the finer flavor, the superior 
quality and the better keeping pro- 
uct of 
the highly organized industry of 
Denmark: has always given the Dan- 
ish butter preference. Once out of 
cold storage, the Canadian butter de- 
teriorated. Canadians attempted the 
methods of pasteurization, in which 


the Danes were so successful, but 
they failed. They did succeed in 
making a better butter than they 


could make from raw cream, but it 
was characterized by a ‘fishy’ flavor, 
never to be forgotten on a sensitive 


palate, Montreal shipments became 
notorious with the trade for a 
‘twang.’ 


“For some years all the resources 
of the dairy division of the depart- 
rent of agriculture have been devot- 
ed to experiments to overcome this. 
Every province has taken what steps 
it could in the matter. It remained 
for the dairy commissioner of Alber- 
ta, Mr. C. Marker, working in co- 
operation with the creameries and 
buttermakers of this young province, 
to overcome all obstacles in the 
course of a single year. A _ few 
months ago a carload of Alberta but- 
ter went to the old country and es- 
tablished the fact that henceforth 
Canadian butter can compete with 
all comers/without a handicap. The 
notorious ‘twang’ is forever eliminat- 
ed, In two years Alberta has cap- 
tured her own market, the market of 
the coast, and the markets of Toron- 
to and Montreal with her butter of 
superior flavor and keeping qualities. 

“The dairy commissioner: began by 
introducing the most up-to-date 
scientific methods of grading and 
standardizing cream and butter — in 
every creamery throughout the pro- 
vince, just as soon as the dimensions 
of the industry warranted such reg- 
ulation. After that he began’a ser- 
ies of experiments, through the but- 
}termakers in various creameries. To 

them he outlined the basic principles 

and directed the course to be pur- 
sued. Early in 1916, the perfect 
| method was evolved. Since then 

Alberta creameries have manufactur- 
ed 8,400,000 pounds of butter with 
the highest percentage of ‘special 
grade ever produced in Canada. Al- 
berta has become the peacemaker of 
the Dominion. The dairymen of Al- 
berta have given a demonstration of 
successful co-operation which is in it- 
self a wonderful thing and an augury 
for the future of this province. 

“Such an achievement is an enyi- 
able pedestal for any public official, 
lt crowns Mr. Marker’s 16 and more 
years of patient effort in this office 
with complete success. It is a gift 
of service to empire, the patriotism 
of which cannot be measured, 

“It is perhaps not out of place to 
note here one significant fact, Mr. 
Marker, in the official service of Al- 
berta and loyal to Canada, is by 
birth a Dane. Associated with him 
in his successful enterprise are a con- 
siderable numnber of his fellow-coun- 
trymen who are among the most ef- 
ficient dairymen and best citizens of 
this province.

New Variety of Beans Said to Con- 
tain all Food Elements of 
Wheat 


There has been developed in South 
America a new variety of beans 
which contain all the food elements 
of wheat and four times as much can 
be produced to the acre, It is called 
“mulatinho.” Over 2,000 tons of it 
were shipped from January 1 to Oc- 
tober 31, 1916, from the state of Sao 
Paulo to the different states of Bra- 
zil and to foreign countries, particu. 
larly to Europe, for the feeding of 
the Allied soldiers, and they declare 
that soldiers in the trenches are 
growing fat on it. It is expected 
that an immense acreage will be 
planted this season, and that the 
product will come into direct com- 
petition with wheat, It is said that 
the flavor of these beans is so fasci- 
nating that they are preferred to any

Manifest In Russia 


Peasants are Saving Money and Ris- 
ing in the World 


_It is beyond question that the Rus- 
sian peasant, who constitutes 80 per 
cent. of the population of Russia, has 
now in his hands an unprecedented 
amount of money, the result of more 
employment, much higher wages than 
were ever before paid, and a new ha- 
bit of saving forced upon him by the 
cutting off of his former expenditures 
of vodka, and by a shortage in the 
supply of things he wants for his 
farming and household operations. 

He is waiting for a chance to 
spend his savings for what he really 
wants, says a writer in “Russia.” 
Those savings aggregate hundreds of 
millions of dollars, Buying farm ma- 
chinery is said to be the one great 
outlet for them, The writer con- 
tinues, 

“It should be considered that when 
a man has accumulated an unexpect- 
edly large amount of money he is 
pretty certain to spend a large por- 
tion of it for things he has long want- 
ed, but has been unable to get. The 
desires of the Russian peasant, tak- 
ing him en masse, are mainly restrict- 
ed to his farm and to his home man- 
ufacturers, if he carrics on any such. 
A better house, and, especially, bet- 
ter furniture, appeal to him; but like 
the farmer everywhere else in the 
world, his first interest is to get more 
money out of his land. : 

“The importance of machinery 
helping him to this result has been 
strongly brought home to him by 
a variety of agencies, not the least 
effective of these being the increased 
profits of such of his neighbors as 
have taken themselves out of the 
communal system of land holding 
and cultivation and have contrived to 
secure modern agricultural machin- 
ery. An example of the peasant’s ap- 
preciation of modern equipment is 
provided by the agricultural “artels,” 
or unions, which have multiplied in 
consequence of the farm labor short- 
age due to the recruiting of the -ar- 
mics These artels have largely re- 
sorted to the use of modern imachin- 
ery, purchased usually by a group of 
peasant farmers, who often rent the 
services of themselves and their ma- 
chines to other farmers not members 
of the artel. 

“That this expectation of peasant 
expenditures for farm machines that 
will be very large in the aggregate is 
well founded seems hardly open to 
contradiction.” 

It has been found necessary to op- 
en in Russia, as rapidly as possible, 
some 5,000 new branches of the State 
Savings Bank. Alse, parish banks, 
to be opened to the number of about 
2,000, represent a new and _ simple 
type of savings agency, for which 
arrangements have been agreed upon 
between the ministry of finance: and 
the holy synod. The archpriests of 
the churches will superintend the op- 
erations of these latter banks, which 
will receive and pay out deposits, but 
will not undertake any other bank- 
ing operations, 

What will be a great innovation in 


in 


banking so far as the bulk of — the 
Kussian population is concerned is 
the proposed introduction by the 


State Savings Bank of payments by 
check. This device, so familiar to 
us, is still strange to most of Russia. 
There is no doubt that its wide intro- 
duction and use in that country wil} 
do much to modernize and facilitate 
the conduct of business in its vast 
interior. 

It is proposed also, to introduce in 
Kussia what is known as-the money- 
box system of savings, on the model 
of foreign institutions, particularly 
of the British government savings 
banks, In issuing these saving box- 
cs to houses, the plan & to charge a 
security of $1.54 (3 rubles), which 
will be credited as a deposit. The 
carrying out of this plan has been 
deferred thus far by lack of money- 
boxes. 


Thrift in Cooking 


Some Good Suggestions are Made by 
an Economy Expert 


There are many ways of saving 
money on food these days of need of 
thrift, but Miss Pearl MacDonald, a 
Pittsburg economy expert, has sug- 
gested a good one, in -the making and 
cating of more soup. “In the making 
of soups,” she said, “meats and 
bone can be used which are not used 
at all by American women.” . The 
tougher cuts of meat which are 
cheaper, she adds, contain more fibre, 
more flavor and more nutrition than 
the tender and expensive steaks. 

This is one way of avoiding waste 
and making use of our*resources, If 
high prices teach economy of that 
kind, they will be a blessing in dis- 
guise, through increasing individual 
resourcefulness and self-reliance, 

Food experts, while on the subject 
of old-fashioned economies, should 
not neglect the lowly pancake or the 
other numerous ways in which flour 
can be used, for flour, even though 
higher than in the days of seventy-five 
cent wheat, is still one of the cheap- 
est and best of foods, It is the staff 
of life, as it always has been since tlic

Buy Your Coal in the Summer, and 
Stock Up for the Winter 


This winter we have had a_ coal 
“famine” and that suffering has ac- 
companied the shortage of this neces- 
sity is undeniable. The average citi- 
zen has a notoriously short memory, 
but now is the time to impress upon 
him that, in many cases, the suffer- 
ing was due to lack ef foresight. In 
Canada many people buy in small 
quantities—often only one ton. If, 
for any cause, there is a shortage of 
coal, improvident householders de- 
ruand that the coal dealers co the im- 
possible, namely that they supply 
fuel that is unobtainable. Whereas, 


had they purchased their coal in the) 


summer or autumn, there would be 


ample supplies available. 


While some Jarge consumers, such | 


as manufacturets, cannot store a six 
months’ supply, most householders 
can, with their present bins or with 
cnlarged bins, store coal to meet their 
requirements till March or April. 

In recent years, we have had two 
coal “famines,” first in 1901-02, 
year of the coal miners’ strike, and, 
second, this year, when the severity 
of the weather and the extraordinary 
prosperity in the United States caus- 
ed an unprecedented congestion of 
freight. A survey of conditions in 
the United States demonstrates that 
in the future there will be more coal 
“famines” than in the past and that 
they will occur at shorter intervals. 
lor this there is only one remedy. 
Buy your coal in the summer. If 
you have not sufficient storage, en- 
large your coal bin. 


Catastrophe to 
‘* Heavenly” Plates 


Ill-Luck Attends the Making of 
Celestial Map in India 


About ten years ago an Indian F.R. 
A.S., presented to the late Nizam of 
Hyderabad two large telescopes, a 
gift which induced the Nizam to es- 
tablish an observatory in his domin- 
ions, lavishly equipped with up-to- 
date instruments. 

His Highness also invited an Eng- 
lish astronomer, Mr. R. Pocock, to 
take charge of the observatory, and 
placed its resources at the disposal 
of the International Committee, 
which for some quarter of a century 
has been taking the great photo- 
graphic map of the heavens which is 
to form the basis of the Astrographic 
Chart and Catalogue. 

Since the death of the founder wf 
the Hyderabad Observatory in 1911, 
his successor, the present Nizam, has 
continued to take a deep interest in 
the work connected with the photo- 
graphic map of the stars, and re- 
cently ordered a consignment = of 
special plates for the purpose fron, 
England. 

These plates, unfortunately, were 
on the Persia, which was. torpedoed 
and sunk in the Mediterranean. To 
replace them more plates were dis- 
patched, and these were on the 
Maloja, which was also submarined 
on its way to India, 

Undeterred by this run of bad luck, 
the Nizam ordered a_ third batch, 
which have arrived quite safely, and 
the work on the Hyderabad section 
of the celestial map has again been 
resumed, It is estimated, that, when 
finished, one copy of the complete 
map will cost at least $5,000 to pro- 
duce.

at the end of her pullet year, ( 
This is a return of $1.25 on an in- 


vestment of about 55 per cent., not 
counting labor or depreciation of 
plant, 

If we count 25 cents as the cost, 


of caring for a hen one year and 10 
per cent, for depreciation of plant 
there still remains over 20 per 
cent, net profit on the investment. 

These facts were brought out in 
a Missouri experiment where fifty 
five White Leghorn pullets were kept 
for a year’s laying, all the feed thai 
was fed to the hens being weighed 
and the eggs being sold at markei 
prices. The fifty-five hens produced 
twelve dozen eggs cach, which were 
sold for $157.17. The cost of keep- 
ing thes fifty-five hens one year was 
$66.27, reckoning feed prices at about 
average market rate in,1915, The 
hens were fed a well balanced ration 
and had the run of a yard 100 feet 
square. The price of eggs for the 
year averaged approximately 25 cen‘s 
a dozen, 

From the foregoing figures it will 
be seen that where one has good 
hens to start with and handles them 
properly a net profit of consicerably 
over $l a year each can be counted 
eon from a flock of that size. 

But the know how is just as im- 
poitant in handling hens for profit- 
able returns as is the case with any 
other kind of complicated business.— 
arm and Fireside.

| Barefooted Europe 
After Present War 


If Struggle Continues Shoe Supply 
Will Prove Quite Inadequate 

“A barefooted Europe is not im- 

probable if this war continues,” said 

John F. Stucke, vice-president of the 

American Chamber of Commerce in 


Italy, and General Manager of an 
American shoe machinery company, 
in an intervie.y concerning supply 
and business conditions met. by 
Americans abroad, 

“At the present time a_ pair ol 


heavy mountain shoes lasts a soldiet 


but six weeks,” he said. “These 
shoes have their heels and soles 
studded with nails at that. The 


shoes ure largely made in Italy, but 
with American machinery and 
American Teather, and the quality of 
the materials is the best we can fur- 
| nish, but that quality is of course in- 
ferior to that sold before the war. 
When manufactured by the hundred 
thousand these shoes cost the govern- 
ment about. four doliars each, But 
the supply is always behind the de- 
inand, since materials arrive very 
slowly from America. On one ship, 
the Palmero, which was torpedoed in 
the Mediterranean off the coast of 
Spain in early December, the ma- 
| terial for nearly a half a million pairs 
ot shoes was lost. 

“The retail store trade in Italy is 
| now obliged to pay nearly seven dol- 
lars wholesale for shoes that before 
the war cost three and a half, and it 
is probable that. American shoes will 
be selling in Italy scon for ten and 
twelve dollars the pair. Vhe Amer- 
ican shoes, because of their shape and 
fit, have long been the chief product 
on the market here, and particularly 
since the war, as the hand-inade shoe 
cannot be made quickly enough.”

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The Torpedo 


Engine of Destruction the Invention 
of an Englishman 


When a German U-boat sends a 
torepdo on its mission of destruction 
it is utilizing a weapon of British 
origin, since the modern locomotive 
torpedo was the invention of White- 
head, a British engineer. It was in 
1877, forty years ago, that the 
Whitehead torpedo first came into 
notice, Whitehead’s original torpe- 
do carried twenty-six pounds of gun- 
cotton and travelled eighteen knots. 
The twenty-one-inch Whitehead tor- 
pedo now in use carries 330 pounds 
of gun-cotton and has: a_ range of 
over six miles, at a speed of thirty 
knots. At a range of four miles“its 
speed is about forty-five knots, The 
explosive is packed in the head of 
the torpedo, and is usually guncot- 
ton, although the Germans use what, 
they call trinitrotoluene. The ex-| 
plosion is caused by a steel rod 
which projects a few inches beyond 
the head of the missle. When this

Requirements 
The world’s food crop is deficient 


and the situation is becoming alarms 


ing, according to David Lubin, 
American representative of the In« 
ternational Institute of Agriculture, 
Mr. Lubin is urging the imperative 
necessity of mobilizing of American 
agricultural: resources. To a cérres< 
pondent of the Associated Press Mr« 
Lubig said: 

“For the first time in many years 
there exists a deficit in the supply of 
corn, wheat, rye, barley and oats, ¢s<. 
timated at a total of 130,000,000 bush« 
els less than the~ normal requires 
ments for countries open to trade. 
The situation is worse than was exs 
pected last October, The institute’ 
reports indicated then a surplus o 
more than enough to feed the world 
until August of this year, when the 
new crops begin to come in, 

“We must profit by -—Europe’s ex< 
perience before meal tickets become 
necessary. We can avoid high prices 
by the eliminating of waste, by the 

rowing of more food and also by efe 
ective organization of our food supa 
ply, which is more important than 
getting men into the army. 

“Two months after the beginning 
of the war Germany forbade the usé 
of wheat or rye for feeding livest 

two months later requisitione 
all supplies of food. Our first duty i 
to prevent the manipulation of foo

inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta.

Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions,

within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain eon- 
ditions.
